Ottawa, Feb. 27,—It has been stated 
that the first set-back to the cattle 
trade between the United States and 
Canada as the result of the Wilson 
tariff has been received in the an- 
nouncement of the United States 
bureau of animal industry that in the 
future all Canadian cattle crossing the 
line- must undergo the tuberculin test. 

Questioned this morning as to the 


report, Dr. Torrance, veterinary direc- lf Elected Would Impose 


tor general for the dominion of Canada, 


expressed surprise at the news and 
stated that he had not been offictally 
notified, “If the report is true,” said 
Dr. Torrance, “the action seems to me | 
to be rather uncalled for and would 
seem to have for its intention a re- 
striction of the trade, At present 
cattle are allowed to go into the United | 
States for immediate slaughter without 
the test. A certificate only is re- 
quired certifying that in the country 
from which the cattle came there is no 
contaglous disease with the exception 
of tuberculosis actimomycosis.” 

Dr, Torrance declared that if it were 
true that new regulations were being 
brought into force they would check 
the export of live animals for beef and 
probably increase the dressed meat 
trade. At present, Dr. Torrance said, 
the prices on the two sides of the Iine 
were so evenly balanced that the ad-

In referring to the statements made in the Bulletin yesterday as to 
his attitude in refusing to see the press representatives, th mayor told the 
Capital this morning that he had very good reasons for taking his stand, 
and made the following statement: | 

“Ll wish to announce to the citizens of Edmonton that my attitude | 
on this matter has been the very opposite of that reported in the Bulle- 
fin yesterday. The fact that I have introduced into council a scheme 
for the publishing of a municipal gazette, giving the news on all munici- 
pal matters, without comment or criticism, gives the lie to these state- 
ments, ; 

“My recent action In excluding both the Bulletin and Journal repre- 
sentatives from interviewing me was taken only after they had repeat- 
edly misrepresented my statements and attitude on public matters. For 
my own protection I must refuse to make any statements to them, and 
until they agree to quote me properly, I will not agree to be interviewed 

by the representatives of elther the Bulletin or the Journal.”

CAN SEE NO DIFFERENCE

Says Americans Near Boun- 
dary Unanimously Favor

After examining the different school 
systems of some of the states In the 
southwest, getting a gilmpse of 
troubled Mexico where the war Is be- 
‘ing carried on and experiencing all 
kinds of climates, Hon. J, R. Boyle, 
minister of education, returned to the 
city yesterday and for the first time 
since leaving here, with the exception 
of the Gulf of Mexico, felt the delight- 
ful sensations of a_ really balmy 
climate, 

Mr. Boyle says that California has 
the best organized school system of 
all he saw while away, particularly 
her technical schools, which Mr. Boyle 
especially examined in yiew of the fact 
that this province has made a start 
{n this direction. The fault he finds 
with the technical schools of the Gold- 
en Gate state is that so far they do 
not seem to fulfil the chief function of 
teclinical schools as against ordinary 
public schools, which {s to reach the 
90 per cent .who do not go into that 
are known as the learned professions. 
This Alberta is endeavoring to do and 
Mr. Boyle thinks California will also 
do In time : 

The minister saw General Villa on 
the streets of Juarez, his head-quar- 
ters and a famous racing center, only 
a few days before the Benton incident 
occurred, Nearly every house in 
Jurez ie riddled with bullets as a re- 
sult of the battle which took place 
there between tha Constitutlonallsts 
and Federals last December.

Americans 
fn that part of the country see no dif- 
ference between the two opposing 
sides and are almost unanimously in 
favor of intervention. 

The soft breezes off the gulf made 
the weather warm at New Orleans 
when Mr. Boyle left there last Friday, 
but {t was cold at St. Louis and Min- 
neapolis and colder still at Winnipeg 
as he passed through. About Saska- 
toon, however, it began to get warm, 
and by the time Edmonton was reach- 
ed it felt as if they were back again 
on the Gulf of Mevxico. 

A corn show was taking place at 
Pallas, Texas, when Mr. Royle passed 
through and he took the opportunity 
of looking over the exhibits, ‘ncluding 
that of the Edmonton district In 
charge of J. L. Porte. Down In Texas 
people will hardly believe the bare 
truth about this district, which they 
think !s too far north.

Adelaide, Australia, Feb, 27.—Dr. 
Douglas Mawson, the Australlan Ant- 
arctic explorer yesterday returned 
from the Southland, his return to civi- 
liaztion marking the completion of an 
important undertaking in connection 
with the solution of the mysteries of 
the southern lands and seas. Sum- 
ming up the work of his expedition, 
Dr. Mawson sald it had been “emin- 
ently successful.” 

The original expeditions left Ho- 
bart Tasmania, December 2, 1911, but 
its western antarctic base, in charge of 
Frank Wiid ,returned last year, ac- 
companied by some members of the 
main party, The remainder of the 
main party stayed in winter quarters 
awaiting the arrival of Mawson who 
had left on a personal expedition ac- 
companied by Lieutenant Ninnia, of 
the Royal Fusilers, and Dr, Mertz, a 
Swiss scientiest. The brief story of 
the hero death of Lieutenant Ninnis 
and later of Dr. Mertz was flashed out 
last year when the relief ship reached 
port, 


Details of Tragedy 
The details o fthis second antarctic 


tragedy, however, were not told. The 
world only knew that Ninnis ) and 
Mertz had died, Ike Scott ony the 


frozen trial, Yesterday Dr. Mawson, 
in the same plain blunt British speech 
that Scott had used, told of his com- 
rades's end, passing over like Scott, his 
own heroic part. Lieutenant Ninnis, 
he sald, had disappeared into an un- 
fathomable crevasse, Nor Mawson 
nor Metz had seen him go. He aim- 
ply disappeared, and only a moaning 
dog on a ledge 150 feet below was left 
to show his searching companions, 
turning back to look for him, what had 
happened. 

With Ninnis;went much of thelr 
supplies, and the two survivors strug- 
gled superhumanly against untold 
hardships on shortened rations. Then 
Dr. Mertz succumbed, and Mawson 
was left alone to fight his way des- 
perately back to the expedition's base. 

Escape Was Miraculous. 

“My escape was almost miraculous,” 
Dr. Mawson said. “I was in the last 
stages of starvation when I discovered 
a food cache left by a searching party. 
It was thirty days after the death of 
my last companion before I reached 
the expedition’s hut, and travelling 
was for the most part in falling and 
drifting snow. 2 

“Following is a summary of the work 
accomplished by my expedition,” says 
Dr. Mawson: 

“First, the discovery of new lands 
and islands. 

“Second, the establishment of two 
Antarctic wintering stations, At these 
stations scientific programs have been 
conducted, in one case for a period of 
one year, and in the other extending 
over two years, 

‘Third: Journeys made over ice and 
a plateau In regions never before 
sledged over, at a main base aggrega- 
ting 2,400 miles, and a western base 
of 800 miles,

STOCKYARD. 

The stockyards proposal brought in to the city council 
by Alderman Campbell merits the attention of the council and 
the ratepayers, and is one which, if it can be worked out 
reasonably, should be carried through without delay. 

The western Canadian city which first gets an open 
stockyard in which growers and dealers can meet without 
thereby placing themselves in the hands of any railroad or

{o establish a stockyards in conjunction with the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, but the association of the railway company 
in the deal is bound to make the interests of the company 
paramount to those of the users, and thereby bring about the 
very thing which a municipal stockyards, to be successful, 
must avert. 

A stockyards in the hands of any railway or association 
of railways, or of any packing company or association of 
packing companies, will not serve the purpose, as there could 
not be absolutely free access to buyers and the sellers shipping 
thereto would be placing themselves in the hands of the rail- 
roads or the packing companies. 

The opportunity is presented to Edmonton to become 
the packing-house and stock center of the west if it will estab- 
lish a “free port” first and best.

Black-and-Tan Republic Observes 

Festival of Independence Today. 

This is independence day in the 
black-and-tan Dominican Republic, and 
it will be observed by the 675,000 in- 
habitants of the little nation which 
occupies the eastern part of the island 
of Haiti. Congress will convene in the 
capital, Santo Domingo, and there will 
be much oratory, parading and waving 
of the blue, red and white flag, with 
perhaps a revolution or two to add 
spice to the celebration. On the whole, 
however, the Dominicans are much 
more peaceful and progressive, and less 
given to insurrecting than thelr neigh- 
j bors, the Haitians, who are now en- 
gaged in ending one revolution, and 
starting another, 

The Dominican Republic has always 
had close relations with its blg neigh- 
bor, Uncle Sam, and in 1869 Baez, the 
president, signed with President Grant 
a treaty providing for annexation to 
the United States, but ratification was 
refused by the United States senate. 
In 1907, when the country Was engaged 
in the pastime of rebellion and affairs 
were very much unsettled, the United 
States took charge of the payment of 
the foreign debt and the collection of 
customs, 

Last December American agents were 
sent to the Dominican Republic to 
supervise the election of the con- 
stituent assembly and give the Dom- 
inicans another lesson in the science of 
self-government. Uncle Sam's  ob- 
servers reported that the polling was 
carried on in “the fairest and freest” 
manner, and the United States depart- 
ment of state issued this comment: 

“It is felt that the holding of fair and 
free elections with our encouragement 
and assistance is a cause for gratifica- 
tion and a distinct achievement for the 
president’s Latin-American policy.” 

The constitutional convention met 
recently to prepare a new electoral law 
and introduce certain modifications In 
the constitution, inspired by the United 
States. A new président will be chosen 
and there will be a new political deal 
{all around as a result of the conven- 


| tion's deliberations. Minister Sullivan

IN “LITTLE WOMEN” 


“Little Women” at the Empire for 
the first time last night was to most of 
the audience an old friend, and a very 
dear one, too. It seemed to bring back 
to the older persons present days of 
“home,” and proved to be very whole- 
some and refreshing. Almost e¢very- 
one has read the book, which relates 
the very interesting and home-like 
story of the March family, in one of 
those rare old New England homes 
which were the rule during the period 
the story portrays—from 1861 to 1865, 

The play is a beautiful one, full of 
joys and sorrows, the trials and 
triumphs of every-day life. The lives 
of the members of the March family 
and their friends are gone into intl- 
mately. Their words and deeds seem 
to bring home a realization of one's 
own life in one’s own home. It is 
essentially a home play, and one that 
cannot fail to deeply affect both those 
who have homes which they love and 
that other class, so considerable in the 
west, those who have no home or whose 
homes are far away, It jis one of the 
few plays which brings out the 
peculiar fact that no matter how many 
are the disappiontments or how great 
the extent of poverty in worldly goods, 
the home is still the one great institu- 
tlon of the human family which easily 
holds first place in its hearts.
